Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 2 nd 



Paragraph 



The following is a quotation of the 2 n paragraph of 35 U.S.C. §112: 
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7. Claims 39-47 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. §112, 2 nd paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. The claims are replete with errors. Some examples follow. 

a. In claim 39, the phrase "parties that are off-site" is indefinite because it is unclear 
which group or what group of parties is inclusive in the set of parties that are off-site. 

b. Also in claim 39, the phrase "additional measurements" is indefinite. In 
particular, because the claim fails to recite any 'initial measurements, 5 "additional 
measurements" makes the claim unclear. 

c. Also in claim 39, the phrase "identifying the remote electronic data logging 
device based upon the unique identifier" is indefinite because it is unclear if it is the 
server or some other mechanism that performs this method step. 

d. Also in claim 39, the phase "uploading . . . data having sensor-derived content" is 
indefinite because it is unclear if this data is the same or different from "data" in which 
the "processing device [is] configured to monitor, retrieve, and record . . . 



8. Claims 39-47 may be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejections under 
35 U.S.C. §112, 2 nd paragraph, set forth in this First Non Final Office action.
